More and more **Asiatics*‘ flpcked to the star end descent standard* Hwy 
flaunted their fezzes on the street and treated th^ white man iTith undisguised 
contempt* The Prophet announced that each deveut Moorish American must carry 
a card bearing his credentials and his real (or Asiatic ) name, signed by

signifying Moorish dignity. The membership card and button^ rrhen displayed 
to Europeans, would convince them that the bearer enlightened and a

To thfc Prophet this theory of nevir— found indopcndcnco had been a more or less 
purely ethical or theoretical point, and ho had not reckoned on its practical 
effect among his zealous followers. Alarming reports of street brawls, 
threats, insults, and minor violence centering around Moorish Americans were 
brought to his notice. Uembers v'erc accosting the white enemy on the streets , 
showing their membership cards and buttons, and proclaiming in the name of 
their Prophet, NOBI£ HlEti All, tl^t they had been freed of European doninatlon. 


Recalling the downfall of the militant Abysslnians and contemplating the 
current difficulties of the Garvey movement, CREW AH issued this Ukase t 

"I hereby \farn all Itoors that they must coase from all 
radical or agitating speeches i.Tld.le on tneir jobs, or in 
thsir homes, or on the streets. Stop flashing your cards 
before Europeans as this only causes confusion, Wc did not 
to cause confusion; our work is to uplift the nation."

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leadership r.-as soon contested, In"1929 he became embroiled in 
a quarrel vith CLUJDE GREENE, politician and former butler of JULIUS 
ROSEN\^ALD, Vrho previously had joined the temple. One day ER?,7 arrived at 
hia office to find that GREEiTE had moved all the furniture outside and 
declared himself Grand Sheik, A civil r^ur ensued, each faction enlisting 
support from temples in other cities, C21EENE >vas shot and stabbed to 
death in his offices at the Unity Club on the night of March 15, 1929. 


EREW ALI, arrested as he sat vath his \7ife and group of followers celebrating 
/ (authorities charged) the m^der of his rival, v/as defended by Attorneys 
AARON,,,?jCYNE and WILIIAK L»'^^flSAT'BON, temple members v;ho later gained political 
prominence. The Prophet, from prison, issued a message to his flock: 

"To the Heads of all Temples, Islam: 


"I, your Prophet, do hereby and nov; iTrite you a letter as 
a warning and appear to your good judgment for the present 
and the future. Though I 4m nov/ in custody for you and the 
cause, it is all right and it is well for all v/ho still 
* believe in me and my father, God, I have redeemed all of 
you and you shall be saved, all of you, even with me, I 
go to bat Monday, May 20, before the Grand Jury. If you are 
v.lth me, be there, ?iold on and keep faith and great shall 
be your revrard. Remember my lar/s and love ye one another. 
Prefer not a stranger to your brother. Love and truth and 
my peace I leave all. 


"Peace from 
Your Prophet 
NOPLE DREJ ALI" 

This proved to be ALI's final official proclamation. Released on 

bond, he died under mysterious circumstances a few weeks later. One 
theory is that he succumbed to injuries inflicted by the police during 
his imprisonment, another is that ho nus set upon by partisans of GREENE 
after his release and beaten so severely that ho never recovered. 

After ERSv ALI's death Attorney liARON PAYNE attempted unsuccessful^'; to 
hold the group together. Each among several of the Prophet's discit/les 
arunounced that he alone was the rightful inheritor of ERE‘7 All's 3^,dership. 
JOrn^^IVENS.^ (formerly the Prophet's chauffeur) and IRA -JOHNSON-EK (who 
had been imported from Pittsburgh to assist in quelling the CBSENE revolt)
